Last Rites For 
Charles H. Hoskyn 

A well known resident of Vulcan 
since 1923, Charles Hamilton Hope 
Hoskyn died in hospital here on 
Sunday, May 29, following a short 
illness. He was 67 years of age. 

Born in Chatham, Kent, Eng¬ 
land, he received his schooling 
there. He left England to serve 
with the Imperial Light Horse of 
the 1st Transvaal Mounted Rifles 
in the South African War. Follow¬ 
ing his discharge from the service 
in 1901 he slaved in South Africa 
and worked in the diamond mines, 
later becoming a member of the 
South African Constabulary. He 
again, joined the forces during the 
Zulu Rebellion and finally left 
South Africa in 1907, emigrating 
to Canada. 

Homesteading at Prelate, Sask., 
he quit farming in 1913 to become 
post master at that town remain¬ 
ing there until 1919 when he joined 
the Imperial Oil Co. and became 
thdlr agent at Bindloss, Alta. He 
was transferred to Standard in. 
1921 and to Vulcan in 1923. He was 
Imperial Oil agent here until 1929, 
Ghen he returned to England for 
a six months visit. On his return 
Irom the Old Country he became 
agent at Vulcan for the Canadian 
Oil Co., remaining with that com¬ 
pany until 1913 when he opened 
an insurance business and was ap¬ 
pointed secretary of the Vulcan 
Branch, Canadian Legion. 

It was his intention to retire 
from active business this summer 
and live at Victoria, B.C., and to 
that end he resigned as Legion 
secretary in April, at which time 
he was honored with a presentat¬ 
ion from the organization which 
he had served so faithfully and 
well.

CHICKEN HAWKS WOLVES 


No. 1 Menace To Livestock And Game 

A radio commentator on a Western (U.S.) broad¬ 

cast remarked that drouth was agriculture’s number 
one enemy, but that the coyote now appears to be 

taking second place. In recent months, reports from 

farmers all over Alberta indicate that losses In 

sheep, young cattle, fowl and deer have reached a 

grave all-time record. Something must be done to 

control this marauding outlaw while its breeding 

grounds and lairs are easily accessible. 

The individual farmer, while somewhat handi¬ 
capped by restricUon laws and fence lines can at 
^least be on the alert to destroy aU coyotes in his 

own Immediate area. The creatures are hard to trap, 
•nare or poison, even where such measures are al¬ 
lowed. The use of planes, wolf hounds, etc., have 
been quite effective in open country. In bush-lands 
they cannot do much. Whether i* combination of’ 

trained trappers, or adequate bounty payments to 

enduce amateurs to take an Interest, are the an¬ 

swers, it still remains that an aggressive campaign 
on the part of both farmers and Government It 
desirable.

GRASSHOPPER CONTROL: 

A new bulletin has arrived at 
the office entitled ‘Baits, Sprays 
and Dusts for Grasshopper Con¬ 
ti ol,” written by Mr. *W. Lobay, 
Supervisor of Pest Control, and 
Mr. A. M. Wilson, Field Crops 
Commisioner. It is written in the 
form of questions and answers and 
it contains al! the latest informat¬ 
ion on applying Chlordane to kill 
grasshoppers. This bulletin, No. S5 
is available at the District Agri- 
ulturist’s office, in Claresholm. 

•The following extract is the in¬ 
troduction mentioned in the bul¬ 
letin ‘above “GRASSHOPPER 
CONTROL— Grasshoppers are a- 
mong the "most destructive insects 
found in Alberta. If hatched in 
large numbers they can complet¬ 
ely destroy cereal, forage, fruit, 
floral' and garden crops rapidly, 
having only barren land. 

Farmers in Southern Alberta^ 
have a grasshopoei* problem' lo 
contend with to a varying degree 
every .-year. "Central and Northern 
Alberta, for the most part, has 
. been free of'this' pest, although in 
the last few yeras infestations in 
parts of the Peace River country 
have reached economic proport¬ 
ions. 

The last major, grasshopper out¬ 
break in Alberta occured in the 
early ’30‘s'. In 1949 an outbreak is 
•fprochsted involving an area over 
. 1,500,000 cultivated acres. Dry 
warm spring weather is favorable 
for an early hatch. If crops are 
delayed because of drought, sev¬ 
ere damage can be expected unless 
every control measuie isexcercised 
by all farmfis in the district. Cult- 
•tural practices are extremely im¬ 
portant in reducing the grass¬ 
hopper infestation They should be 
Resigned to expose the eggs, for 
as long a time as possible, to de- 
ssication by wind and sun as well 
as to predators. In accordance with 
this principle, cultivation, prefer¬ 
ably With a one-way. should be 
shallow and commence as early 


as possible. -Egg-Infested stubble 
land should be summer-fallowed. 
Such land should be worked to 
the centre or in lanes leaving un¬ 
finished strips ( trap strips) In 
order that hoppers can be crowded 
to the centre and poisoned. If the 
hoppers are driven into adjoining 
fields much crop damage can be 
expected. 

In addition to cultural practices 
lor grasshopper control the use ol 
a suitable insecticide, properly ap¬ 
plied is a must In a good control 
program. Insecti«3des have been 
applied for the most part. in bait 
. form. The poison ingredients were 
either sodium "Sf4enite or sodium 
fluosilicate. This year a new poi¬ 
son will be available in Alberta, 
J<nown as Chlordane. It is sup¬ 
erior in many respects to those 
used heretofore. This insecticide 
will replace the standard poisons 
previously Used. 

Chlordane can be very effect¬ 
ively applied in the bait,.or spray 
form. It is certain that many 
farmers will be using Chlordane 
extensively in one form or an¬ 
other. 

No doubt there are many quest¬ 
ions in the farmer's’ minds regard¬ 
ing the most satisfactory method 
of using Chlordane. This circular 
answers some of the more import¬ 
ant question on the best use of 
Chlordane in order that crop 
damage by hqppers can be kept to 
a minimum. - ’ 

SI'R.-WING WITH 2,4-D: 

The time is approaching when 
we will see a number of farmers 
spraying the growing crops to con¬ 
trol weeds. This practice, although 
still subject to some experimental 
findings, is becoming very popular 
and with an increasing acreage 
sprayed eacli year. We would like 
to draw attention to the following 
items which may be useful to 
know. 

1st. On the whole, the sooner 
weeds are sprayed the better be¬ 
cause young weeds are less resist¬ 
ant and are quicker killed by even 
light applications of 2, 4-D. 

2nd. As to the effect on crops — 
soft young crop plants are more 
subject to injury than crops that 
have toughened. A safe rule to

follow is — do not treat* cereal 
crops until they are from five to 
six inches high or until they have 
been out of the ground for three 
weeks. 2, 4-D should not be ap¬ 
plied to cereals after they have 
reached the late short blade stage. 

3rd. Flax can be treated quite 
early as soon as the flax plant has 
formed about four or five leaves. 
This irf helpful because it-ifieans 
the wee<js can be treated with \a 
light dosage as they too would be 
small, DO NOT Tft£AT FLAX 
AFTER THE EARLY BUD STAGER 
Flax may twist and curl to some 
extent but if dosages are notWiigh- 
er than recommended the crop will 
recover. 

4th. When spraying for perennial 
weeds In the crop the tops will be 
damaged but pn^ably only Some 
.of the roots. Therefore to make 
most use of the application cult¬ 
ivate the stubble immediately after 
harvest. This will attack the plants 
already weakened by the 2, 4-D. 
and further injure their root sys¬ 
tems. 

5th. Only a few of the import¬ 
ant annual weeds are killed easily 
by low dosages of 2,, 4-D. A great 
many more can be damaged so 
that competition from them is 
considerably. reduced. Early treat¬ 
ment gives the best results. Most 
of our common species of weeds 
become harder to kill as they get 
older. - 

The authorities find that 2, 4-D 
is equally effective used as either 
a spray or a dust. Spraying has 
been widely used but in some areas 
where acreages are large and in 
other areas that face water short¬ 
age, lusting may be' preferred to 
spraying. In general, dusts give as 
good control of weeds as sprays 
if applied uniformly but there is 
some idications that slightly heav¬ 
ier applications should be used. 
The initial cost per ounce of acid 
may be slightly higher with the 
dusting method but this increased 
cost will, in most cases, be re¬ 
turned through the saving in time 
‘and labor required in spraying. 


INTEREST IN MINING 
INCREASING 

The growing Interest in min¬ 
ing Canada is reflected in increased 
demands for mineral specimens 
and identification of samples re¬ 
ceived by the Geological Survey 
of Canada. During the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1948, 6,500 sam¬ 
ples from prospectors, students, 
and others were Identified. Num¬ 
erous applicants' submitted samples 
and received information person¬ 
ally. More than 67,500 specimens 
were distributed to meet requests. 
These included 826 sets of pro- 
pectors’ mineral samples and 874 
sets of prospectors' rock speci-

Losses in 1948 


ways and settlers were the other 
major causes. 

The above figures do not include 
the Yukon and Northwest Terri¬ 
tories. in which 80 fires were re¬ 
ported with a total area of 121,000 
acres. 

The Dominion Forest Service 
points out that the 1949 fire sea¬ 
son has already started, and that 
serious moisture deficiencies were 
reported in the early spring la 
many forested areas of the coufft- 
ry. All sportsmen, tourists and 
others making use of the woods 
for recreational purposes are urged 
to take every precaution with fire, 
so that this ever-present threat tp 
our forests^ may be reduced to a 
minimum. 


Canada’s forest fire-fighting 
costs in 1948, amounting to more 
than 2H million dollars, were the 
highest on record. In terms of 
measurable damage combined with 
fire-fighting* cost, the loss from 
forest fires in 1948 was exceeded 
only by that of the 1941 fire seas¬ 
on during the 20-year period for 
which Dominion-wide records of 
forest fires have been compiled 
according to information released 
today by the Honorable James A. 
Mackinnon, acting Minister of 
Mines and Resources. The Domin¬ 
ion forest-fire statistics are pre¬ 
pared annually from information 
supplied by all provincial and fed¬ 
eral foiest-fire protection agencies 
in Canada.. 

Although the number of forest 
fires, 5,368. 'vas about normal, the 
total area burned amounted to 
some 3,185,000 acres, representing 
an- increase of 70 per cent over 
the average burned acreage for 
the previous ten years. Exception¬ 
ally dry weather over wide areas 
in the Great Lakes region and in 
central Canada during the “early 
summer and autumn months con¬ 
tributed to the damage sustained. 

The amount of merchantable 
timber on lands burned over in 
1948 was equal to that used by 
the pulp and paper mills in Can¬ 
ada for a 7'j month period, based 
on the averagb mill consumption 
from 1937 to 1946. Damage to 
timber, young growth and other 
property was estimated at $5,882, 
000; this, however.evaluates the 
wood only at prevailing stumpagie 
rates and takes no account ot oth¬ 
er losses sustained by the wood¬ 
using industries. Moreover, the 
figure makes no provision for wild 
life, or recreational and tourist 
values none of which enn be reli¬ 
ably appraised in terms of dollars. 

Eighteen per cent of all fines 
were attributed to lightning, the 
remaining 82 per cent being man- 
made and therefore preventable. 
Only 2 per cent resulted from de¬ 
liberate incendiarism Forty per 
cent of the fires were started t^y 
careless campers and smokers—ar. 
increase of 4 per cent over the 
previous ten- year average. Rail-
